UNIFORMS OF GERMAN ARMY. 


WE give here the first of a series 
of thirteen illustrations of the uni- 
forms of the German Army, com- 
mencing with those of the Infantry, 
of which there are 161 regiments of 
three battalions of four companies 
each, as follows: 

9 regiments of Guards, 
19 regiments of Grenadiers, 

13 regiments of Fusileers, and 

120 regiments of Infantry.

The two first battalions of an in- 
fantry regiment are termed the first 
and second battalion; the third is 
known as the fusileer battalion, and 
is called the third battalion only in 
the fusileer regiments, the Bavarian 
and Saxon regiments, and the 89th 
Regiment (Mecklenburg). In the 
Prussian Guards, the fusileer regi- 
ment excepted, and in the grenadier 
regiments, the men of the first two 
battalions are called grenadiers, 
andin the regiments of the infan- 
try of the line musketeers. But;

whatever name be given to regi-‘4 
ments or battalions, it makes no 
difference in their employment. 
The denomination of grenadiersand 
fusileers is preserved merely by a 
spirit of tradition.

The German infantry also comprises twenty bat- 
talions of rifles, that is to say: 2 Battalions of Rifles 
of the Guard (one termed Jiiger, the other Schittzen) ; 
ii Prussian battalions (Nos.1 to 11); 2 Saxon bat- 
talions (12, 13); 1 Mecklenburg battalion (14); 4 Ba- 
varian battalions (Nos. 1 tu 4).—20. 

The battalions are distinguished from each other 
by the color of the equipments and. the sword knot. 
The 3d battalions of all the Prussian regiments and 
the three battalions of the regiment of Fusiliers 
have black eq 1ipments, as well as all the contingents 
of Baden, Hesse, Mecklenburg, Saxony, Wurtem- 
bergand Bavaria. The Ist and 2d Prussian battal- 
ions, Fusiliers excepted only, wear white equip- 
ments. The tassel of the sword knot is white in the 
ist Battalion, red in the 2d and white in the 3d. The 
companies are distinguished by the color of the 
crown and the fringe of thesword knot, which are 
white in the Ist Company, red in the 2d, yellow in 
the third and bluein the 4th. The number of the 
company is moreover worn on the button of the 
shoulder strap. 

All the derman infantry wear the helmet, sur- 
mounted by a metallic spike (point), replaced by a 
chenille in the Bavarian infantry. As asecond head- 
dress the German Army have a cap of the same 
color as their tunic; the facing and the band of the 
cap are of the same color of the collar of the tunic. 
Only the caps of the officers and those of the non- 
commissioned officers, except the Bavarian non- 
Commissioned officers, and all the caps of the Saxon 
infantry, have the visor. 

The color of the cloth of the tunicis generally dark 
blue. In the Bavarian regiments it is light blue. 
The tunic of the Brunswick regiments is ornamented 
with braid. With the exception of the tunic of the 
13th Army Corps, wnich has two, the tunic has but 
one row of buttons. These buttons are generally 
yellow; some of the regiments, however, have white 
buttons. 

The infantry regiments have generally the num- 
ber embroidered on the shoulder strap. Some regi- 
ments substitute for the number the initials of their 
commander, surmounted by a crown or simply a 
Toyal or a ducal crown.

The colors adopted for the numbers and other or- 
naments of the shoulder strap: In Prussia and in the 
Duchy of Baden, the yellow on the red and the red 
on the other colors; in Hesse the white on the red 
and the red on the other colors; in Mecklenburg, the 
red on white and the yellow on red; inSaxony, Wur- 
temberg and Bavaria, the yellow; in Brunswick, 
the black.

The infantry is armed with the Mauser rifle, the 
breech side of which is graduated up to 1,744 yards, 
and whose range is about 3,270 yards, at an angle of 
35 degrees. Six sword-bayonets out of 100 have the 
back of the blade cut in the form of a saw. Men 
not armed with rifles are furnished with revolvers. 
The rifle battalionsare provided with an arm similar 
to the Mauser rifle, but somewhat shorter. Each 
soldier carries eighty cartridges, sub-officers only 
thirty. With the cartridges carried in the ammuni- 
tion wagons, the field equipment is 111.7 cartridges 
per man, and 61.7 cartridges per sub-officers without 
reckoning the reserve ammunition of the army 
corps.. In each battalion the men carry 400 small 
shovels, 40 pickaxes, and 20 hatchets; on the bat- 
talion carriages are carried 58 large shovels, 18 mat- 
tocks, 12 axes, and 26 hatchets. 

The position of a company offixer in the German 
service is no sinecure, as it wasin the days when the 
heutenant was nicknamed a ‘ pavement crusher.” 
Now he is occupied from morning to night. At sun- 
rise he has to inspect his men to see that they are 
clean and orderly, and to find fault if occasion arises. 
Then he instructs and drills each man individually.

Gymnastics, marching exercises, construction of 
the rifie, practice with it, field duties, and interior - 
economy; all these things have to be taught, and he 
should in every way furnish in his own person an 
example to be followed, because the soldier wiil only 
learn to do auything at all as long as the officer can 
do it better. Every shot of the 15,000 or 20,000 fired 
annually in target practice by acompany, must be 
fired in the presence of an officer who is responsible 
for the entry of each shot in the company register. 
There are seldom more than two officers in a com- 
pany available for this duty. 

Dinner comes at 4 o'clock, and hardly is it over 
when the lecturing begins, and it is the business of 
some of the lieutenants to give theoretical instruc- 
tion to the non-commissioned officers, and of others 
to instruct the privates, which includes the instruc- 
tion of recruits in reading and writing, when neces- 
sary,as well as in many things useful to them in 
civil life. But the day’s work of our lieutenant is 
not yet over; for besides having to perform his 
daily duties, he has to perfect himself in performing 
them. He must himself practice gymnastic ex- 
ercise, he must study, give lectures, attend all regi- 
mental conferences, write professional essays, and 
and take part in the war-game. Three or four even- 
ings of each week are spent in this manuer, the re- 
maining evenings being alone available for society 
and amusement. In fact, so hard is the work of the 
regimental officer, that those who succeed in gaining 
admission to the “ Kriegskademie”’ (Staff College), 
find the course of study there, severe and trying as 
itis, quite a relief after the worry of regimental 
duty. But the captain is even barder worked than 
the lieutenant. He shares the labors of his subs, 
and whilst they give special instruction he goes from 
one to the other to superintend and at the same time 
to assist and give counsel to the more inexperienced 
amongst them. If he goes to his quarters, hop- 
ing to devote an hour to relaxation or to family 
intercourse, the company sergeant-major is sure to 
make his appearance with a “crime,” which has to 
be inquired into and disposed of, the entry being 
duly made in the defaulter’s book, another time it

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will be required at the “stores,” to fit his men's 
clothing, or he will have to see to some irregularity 
in the barrackrooms, for he is responsible for all 
that concerns his company down to the — 
details, and must be conversant with everything.

Department of Dakota.—Captain 8. E. Blunt, U.S. 
Army, Inspector of Rifle Practice on General Sheri- 
dan’s staff, reached Fort Snelling August 14, and is 
reported as saying in an interview: I come from 
Omaha, where [ have been witnessing their firing. 
I was also at Fort Leavenworth. At Leavenworth 
the troops being so much in the field interfered 
greatly with their contest, over twenty companies 
sending no representatives, and but five officers 
competing. At the known distances their firing was 
very fine, but as skirmishers they were not so profi- 
cient. This 1s probably due to their lack of more 
complete preparation, but mainly to the Fort Leav- 
enworth range, which in consequence of a des2p 
ravipve over two hundred _—— wide, which directly 
crosses it, is very poorly adapted to skirmish firing. 
At Omaha very great interest is taken in the con- 
test, which is to be largely ascribed to the enthusias- 
tic and efficient efforts of Colonel Guy V. Henry, 
the Department Inspector of Rifle Practice. With 
the exception of the 9th Cavalry, which 1s still inthe 


field, and sent no competitors, the representation is 
very full. At the known distances their firing is not 
quite up to the standard reached at Leavenworth; 


but as skirmishers they show the effect of the care- 
ful training they have received at their posts. Ser- 
eaunt Weeks, 6th Infantry, from Fort Douglas, 
Jtah, the winner of the first place in the team, 
made on the last day of the competition, the re- 
markable score of 201, and a number of scores in 
excess of 160 were made by differeut competitors.

“When the soldiers sat at their table under the 
trees to eat _dinnera gaping crowd watched every 
mouthful.. The small boys were very anxious to go 
in and roast potatoes in the camp-fire, and finally a * 
sentry had to be posted to keep the intruders out. 

‘Some idle persons having started the rumor that 

there was unseemly levity around the tomb, a gen- 
tleman connected with the Monument Fund Associ- 
ation went up to see aboutit. He found everything 
quiet and the discipline of the guard perfect. Cap- 
tain Fessenden was annoyed at the story, but hesaid 
he had seen so many lunxtics around the park that 
he was not surprised that some of them started the 
rumor. 
“Crowds are attracted tothe little knoll where the 
artillery company is quartered. It was so difficult 
to keep impudent intruders from penetrating into 
the streets and eve tents of the camp that a sentry 
had to be posted to keep them off. A notice to the 
effect that sightseers were requested to keep out of 
the camp was conspicuously posted.”’

FUNERAL OF GENERAL GRANT. 
G. O. 15, Dry. or THE ATLANTIC, Aug. 13, 1885. 


I. The Major General Commanding having discharged the 
duties assigne’ him by the President of the United States, in 
the ceremonies observed in the funeral of General Ulysses S. 
Grant, late President of the United States, and General in 
Chief of the Army, desires to acknowledge his obligations to 
all who took part in conducting the remains of the illustri- 
ous deceased from Mt. McGregor to the Capitol at rye &y 
and from Albany to the City Hall in New York; and finally, 
to al] who assisted in the solemnities of Saturday, the 8th 
instant, when the body was borne in funeral column to 
Riverside Park and placed in the tomb erected for its re- 
— by the municipal authorities of the city of New 

rork. 

On an occasion which required the services of so many 
official personages, it is impossible to mention all who con- 
tributed by their zeal and diligence to the satisfactory dis- 
charge of the sad duties committed to them; such omissions 
will be supplied, as far as practicable, in orders issued by the 
Generals commanding divisions. 

The instructions given Colonel Roger Jones, inspector 
general, placing him in charge at Mt. McGregor from July 
25 until the arrival of the Major General Commanding, in 
the morning of August 3, were executed with discretion and 
judgment. 

The arrangements for removing the remains from Mt. Mc- 
Gregor to Albany and thence to New York, confided to 
Colonel Alexendar J, Perry, assistant quartermaster general, 
were carried out with precision and due attention to every 
detail. Colonel Perry reports that he was cordially assisted 
by the generous co-operation of the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad, the Delaware and Hudson Canal

Major General 
Hancock approves the proceedings, findings and 
sentence, and says: The General Court Martial in- 
stituted in this case established, m its judgment, 
that Assistant Surgeon Wilson had attached to his 
monthly sanitary report matter which was irrele- 
vant. hether this resulted from false judgment 
or from a persistent determination to make his re- 
port a channel for suggestions outside the duties of 
his office, it is notim portant to inquire, since,in either 
event, little excuse may be found for the action. 
That Assistant Surgeon Wilson fails to appreciate 
the scope of his duties under par. 2315 A. R., is made 
apparent by the following extract from his written 
statement before the court, viz.: ‘* Believing that it 
was my duty, as post surgeon, to bring to the notice 
of the commanding offiver anything which would 
conduce to the health, convenience or comfort of 
either the officers, their families or the enlisted men.”’ 
Whatever explanation may be offered for the first 
offence, it is certain that the repetition of this ob- 
jectionable matter, after attention had been drawn 





to it, and a lawful command given that the require- 





ments of the paragraph in question should be 
strictly followed in the correc’ report—is entirely 
without excuse (G. C. M. 179, Aug. 18, D. East).

Dept. of the Missouri.—Brig. Gen. N. A. Miles. 


General Miles has received instructions from the 
War Department to hold troops in readiness to en- 
force the President’s proclamation in relation to the 
cattle men on the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reserva- 
tion. The cattle men will be compelled to move 
their herds by September 4. The troops will be held 
at Fort Reno. 

The four troops of cayalry from Fort Leaven- 
worth, under command of Col. Sauford, lst Cavalry, 
scouting along the southern Kansas border, have 
been ordered to return to this point. They will 
march over land, and the time consumed in return- 
ing will be about three weeks. Their trip will give 
that portion of Kansas through which they are lia- 
ble to pass an opportunity to see the finest battalion 
of cavalry in the U.S. Army. Thereisno question 
but that they represent the pick of the Army, and it 
is hoped that the people living along the route 
where these troops are liable to pass will know how 
to appreciate their presence. 





Department of Arizona.—Brig.-Gen. Geo. Crook. 

A despatch received this week from Fort Bowie 
says: ‘ Captain Davis, 4th Cav., reports that Lieut. 
Day struck Geronimo’s camp, northeast of Nakovi, 
Aug. 7, and killed three bucks, a squaw and Geroni- 
mo’s son, aged thirteen years. He captured fifteen 
women and children, among them being three of 
Geronimo’s wives and five of his children, Geronimo 
was wounded. Besides the chief himself only two 
bucks and one squaw escaped. Everything in the 
camp was captured. July 29 Lieut. Day ambushed 
a party of four Chiricahuas and killed two of them, 
and captured all their horses and supplies.” 

A despatch of Aug. 13, from Silver City, N. M., 
says: “On Aug. 8 Lieut. Davis, with his company of 
Apache scouts, accompanied by two troops of the 4th 
Cavalry, were operating in the State of Sonora, Mex- 
ico. It seemed certain that the renegrades would be 
overtaken, when suddenly Chatto, the chief in com- 
mand of the scouts, ordered a halt and called on the 
officers for acouncil. Lieut. Davis promptly issued 
orders to move forward, when Chatto and five or 
six other Indians drew off to one side and moved 
toward the hills to the north of the trail, which was 
leading almost due west. Upon being commanded 
to halt Chatto and his men started upon a run, when 
the command to fire was given. One of the compa- 
nies of troops, within a 200-yard range, opened fre 
upon the fleeing scouts with splendid effect, killin 
Chatto and two of his men, wounding another, aot 
reine | the others to a sudden halt. The scouts 
who had remained in line seemed to be stupified by 








the suddenness of the affair, but after it had been as- 
certained that Chatto was killed they all assumed an 
air of sullen anger, which boded ill for the future. 
At the time the courier left the command was again 
moving foward, but the feeling was cage to among 
the troops that the scouts would require close watch- 
ing. Chatto was the Indian who led the murderers 
of the McComas family in their march of 1883. He 
had always been regarded as one of the worst of the 
Warm Spring band of Apaches, and was with Vic- 
toria in all his raids from 1879 to He was a sub- 
chief, ranking with Bonito and Natchez, and had 
considerable influence not only with his own band 
but among the Chiricahuas. ot a little surprise 
was expressed on the frontier when it was learned 
that Gen. Crook had placed so turbulent a spirit in 
command of his Indian scouts.’’

FORT ASSINNIBOINE, M. T. 
Ava. 3, 1885. 


THE 20th Infantry, after concentrating at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., left that post on the morning of 
May 20. The route taken was from Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas., to Bismarck, D.T., by rail, thence from 
Bismarck by boat to the Coal Banks, Missouri 
River, leaving a distance of 38 miles to be marched 
arriving at destination (Fort Assinniboine, M. T.} 
June 5, 1885. 

The weather was favorable throughout and the 
river sufficiently high, so that we were not incon- 
venienced to any great extent, by stopp: on sand 
bars. The scenery on the upper Missouri is grand 
and wild. The buffalo, which at one time could be 
seen on the river banks, have all left for parts un- 
known, and the mountain sheep not to be seen. The 
country presents to the travellera diversified ap- 
pearance, consisting of mountains and valleys, 
cafions and gulches, rivers and streams, which keep 
= the ever flowing stream for ages before the 
white man took possession and moulded the poe net 
down to its present state of civilization and enligh 
enment. ell may the American feel proud when

There is, 
however, a prospect of the reservation being thrown 
open to settlers, at which time everything will] be 
changed in prices, and then one can purchase at 
reasonable rates, all the necessaries of life, an end 
much to be desired here.

THERE are some unintentional mistakes made in the letter 
written by “S” from this toy (in the JouRNAL of July 25.) 
Captun Irvine completed his qualification as sharpshooter 
on Nov. 17, 1884, under the orders then in force. Under the 
new regulations he conaqrenes the additional scores probably 
on May 2, certainly on May 5, 188%, except one score at 1,000 
yards, which he could not make in May, but did on June 1, 
when his qualification was completed. I give the facts thus 
particulariy merely in justice to “ S.,"" who was not greatly 
mistaken. Captain Irvine has no desire to be represented as 
having a higher distinction than that to which he has a fair 


and honest claim. 

Sergt. Wm. H. Ford, 22d Infantry, is said to have com- 
pleted his sharpshooter’s scores about May 27, 1885. He may 
possibly have done so, though there are reasonable doubts 
about it. But he does not deserve the distinction which some 
one endeavored to give him by flattering notice in several 
papers, from which it might be inferred t he is one of the 

st sharpshooters in the Depariment of the Missouri; 
whereas he i: not the best even at this post, at least three of 
those named by “8.” being were as sharpshooters. 

Capt. J. Milton Thompson, 24th Infantry, is the best sharp- 
shooter in the Department of the Missouri, as far as I know. 
At least, he has made remarkably good scores, which de- 
serve notice. I take the liberty ot quoting from a private 
letter that since October 1, 1884, he fired at 200 yds., 200 shots, 
average 83.4 per cent. ; 300 yds., 360 shots, average 80.1 per 
cent. ; 500 yds., 170 shots, average 83 per cent. ; 600 yds., 60 
shots, uverdge 8 3 per cent.

In the case of Pay Inspector Stevenson, reported 
last week, Second Comptroller Maynard says: By 
the provisions of the latter act (Act of March 3, 1865) 
he is entitled to be credited with a continuous service 
in the Navy in addition to the time which has 
elapsed since July 31, 1866, the period of his previous 
service between September, 1862, and November, 
1865. In other words, he is deemed to have served 
continuously in the grade of Passed Assistant Pay- 
master prior to the passage of the Act of 1833, 19 
years, and is entitled to whatever increase of com- 
pensation such a continuous service in that grade 
conferred upon him. It seems to me that the 
language of the act of 1883 (March 3, 1883, 22 
Stat. 473) is too plain to admit of any serious 
doubt. It declares that the officer shall have 
‘all the benefits of his actual service in all re- 
spects in the same manner as if such service had 
been continuous and in the lowest grade having 
raduated pay held by such officer since last enter- 
ing the service. By the lowest grade having gradu- 
ated pay is intended the grade having such pay at 
the time of the passage of the act which may have 
been held by the officer at any time since he last en- 
tered the service. In the present case there was no 
graduated pay attached to the rank of passed assis- 
tant paymaster until the passage of the act of 1870 
avd claimant would be entitled to receive an amount 
equal to the graduated pay established by that act. 
But during the prior period he was receiving the pay 
attached to the rank of paymaste™, which compen- 
sation was greater than the amount he would have 
been entitled to have received had he stll re- 
mained in the same grade of passed ass stant pay- 
master.

CRUISE OF THE LANCASTER. 


WE are indebted to one of the officers of the U. S. 
8. Brooklyn for a copy of the St. Helena Guardian 
of June 4, 1885, in which appears the following: 

Since the departure of the U. 8. Flagship Brooklyn in May, 
last year, there has been nothing in the shape of a public en- 
tertainment to relieve the monotony of everyday life in this 
isolated spec in the broad Atlantic, until Friday evening last 
when once more the leading firm on the Island came for- 
ward to welcome our naval frierds with an evening party at 
the officers’ mess house in James Town, kindly lent for the 
occasion. The guests included Capt. Potter and a large num- 
ber of officers from the U. S. Flagship Lancaster, in whose 
honor we are informed the entertainment was given (Rear 
Admiral Earl English, U. 8. N., commanding the South At- 
lantic Squadron, we regret to say being unable from tempo- 
rary indisposition to putin an appearance), Rear Admiral 
Nowell Salmon, V. C., lately commanding the Cape and 
West African Squadron, Capt. Church and officers of H. M. 
Flagship Boadicea, who arrived most opportunely on Friday, 
Capt. Musgrave and officers of H. M. 8, Rapid, Capt. and 
Mrs. Angel and several passengers from the Australian clip- 
per packet ship Torrens, the officers of the garrison and the 
élite of the inhabitants, numbering about one hundred in all. 
Under the skilful manipulation of Mrs. Solomon and Miss 
Moss (and we believe assisted by Miss Owen), the decorations 
of the ball room, supper room, and indeed the tout ensemble

As 
the Lancaster may probably be on her way to Kio ere our 
next sheet is published we take this opportunity of wishing 
the gallant Admiral, Capt. Potter, the officers and crew a 
pleasant voyage, a healthy cruise on their new station, and a 
speedy return to our Island, where one and all will finda 
warm and hearty welcome.

Lancaster, who kindly invited the mem- 
bers of the ** Flower of St. Helena Lodge,” Letter “ Y,” and 
the “ Rapid” Lodge “*B” (H.M.8. Rapid). After tea an 
open session was held and a short programme rendered 
amidst great cheering, viz.: Glees by Juveniles, songs by 
Bros. Jasper, Olsen, Higgans, Garner, Lawrence, Francis, 
and Sister M. Francis; addresses by Bros. Olsen, Lawrence, 
J. Williams, and Jasper, and Sister Williams. The whole 
concluded at 10.30 P. M. by singing ** God Save the Queen.” 

We are alsoin receipt of a report, published in 
pamphlet form, of King Neptune’s visit to the U. 8. 
Flagship Lancaster, of which we have already given 
an account. Itis written by James Brady, School- 
master of the Lancaster, and contains the following 
lines, written by John Bezanson, Quarter Gunner, 
addressed by Neptune to Admiral English and Cap- 
tain Potter: 

I make my respects, Admiral Fnglish, to thee ; 
You know Father Neptune, the King of the Sea. 
I do you the honor to visit your ship; 

So I wish you success, and a prosperous trip. 
Likewise, Captain Potter, to see you I’m glad, 

I remember I shaved you when you were a lad. 

You command a fine ship, she carries big guns; 
You do credit to Neptune as one of his sons. 
You have a good crew, Sir, as I plainly can see, 

But they'll be all the better when shaven by me. 
This is my wife, Amphitrite, the Queen, 

She has already detected how many are green ; 

And to-morrow I'll be ready with my razor and lotion, 

To make them good sailors, and sons of the ocean. 
My respects to you, Sirs, you know me of old; 

1 am proud of my sons who are valiant and bold. 
You have long crossed my waters, my ocean so free, 

And you know Father Neptune, the King of the Sea. 
Now lads, before long you will see me return, 

Tho’ the winds may blow strong you cannot leave me astern; 
To-morrow I know you'll be crossing my line, 

So be ready tor me at the hour of nine. 

Good night to you all, and a blessing from me, 

And now I and my wife will go back to the sea. 

We are informed that “J. A. Fisher (gunner’s 
mate), as Neptune, received the unanimous vote of 
the ship’s company as the perfection of a king, 
(‘he had been there before ;’) Henry Graham (ordi- 
nary seaman), as his wife, not withstanding the little 
uupleasantness between herself and_liege lord, ac- 
quitted herself in queenly fashion; Robert Lindsay 
(quartermaster), as the doctor, received the credit of 
outdoing himself by his able representation of the 
quack; J. J. McDonough (seaman), as Chief of 
Police, was declared to bear a marked resemblance 
to Captain Williams, although he lacked a little in 
physique the proportions of the celebrated New 
Yorker; while our funny man, George F. Bray (sea- 
man), as barber, enlivened the whole proceedings 
with lis anties and clownish movements.”’ 

Also, that the little unpleasantness between the 
queen and her liege was due to the fact that her re- 
fusal to accompany him until compelled to do so 
resulted in her appearing with “‘stockingless and 





shoeless pedal extremities.” Still, above her lower 
extremities she looked every inch a queen as she 
advanced “op the arm of the admiral,” followed by 
Neptune himself, “ escorted by the captain.” 








RECENT DEATHS. 

GENERAL Henry KEmBLE OLIVER, who died last 
week at Salem, Mass., was Adjutant-General of Mas- 
sachusetts, commanding officer of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, and Salem 
Light Infantry, one of the visitors to the Military 
Academy about 1845, and Mayor of Salem for four 
terms. Col. G. L. Andrews, 25th U. 8. Infantry, son- 
in-law of the deceased gentleman, attended the 
funeral at Salem, Aug. 17. Prior to the funeral ser- 
vices, both branches of the City Council met in con- 
vention at the City Hall and adopted the following 
memorial: 

Resolved, That the City Council of Salem have learned with 
deep regret and sorrow of the death of Hon. Henry Kemble 
Oliver, a former chief magistrate of our city. 

Resolved, That in his death our city mourns the loss of one 
whose life was intimately interwoven with its history for 
more than half acentury. A thorough and learned teacher, 
he prepared many of her sons for their life work, re- 
tiected in the honors that accrued to them lustre uy on himself 
and upon Salem. His industry was tireless and his integrity 
unimpeachable; his acquirements as a scholar gave him 
prominence among able men in many departments of learn- 
ing, while his ready wit and vivacity of manner were a con- 
stant yo! of pleasure to all with whom he was brought in 
contact, 

The vigor of his intellect, his great experience and public 
spirit, created among his fellow-citizens a permanent inter. 
est in the lg my of his life and labors. 

Resolved, That the City Council present their assurance of 
their sincere sympathy and condolence to the afflicted fam- 
ily of the deceased, who in his death losea stay, a guide, a 
guardian and a friend. 

Resolved, That these resolutions be entered upon the cit 
records, and a copy transinitted to the family of be deceased. 


Mr. JAmes T. Brrp, who died at Wilmington, Del., 
Aug. 15,in his 90th year, was a well known far- 
mer of Kent County, Del. He had eleven children, 
of whom eight survive him, one of them being Col. 
Charles Bird, Quartermaster’s Department, U. 8. 
Army. Another, Mary Louisa, wife of Gen. L. C. 
Bootes, U. 8. A., of ‘Wilmington. Four of his sons 
served in the Civil War, three on the Union side and 
one on the side of the South. Mr. Bird was a highly 
respected citizen and his death 1s sincerely mourned 
by a host of friends. 


Mrs. ANNA UPHAM Bares, who died at Orleans, 
Mass., was a daughter of Lieut. Colonel Timothy 
Upbam, 2ist U. 8. Infantry, which was disbanded in 
1815, and was afterwards Collector of Customs at 
Portsmouth, N. H. Mrs. Ely, another daughter of 
Colonel Upham, died in New York City on May 11 
last, which we duly noted at the time. 

Isaac REVERE, a cousin of Paul Revere, of Revolu- 
tionary fame, died, at Brooklyn, August 14, aged £0 
years. He was born in New York, where he lived 
for 60 years, when he removed to Brooklyn. He 
fought inthe war of 1812. He leaves a family of 10 
children, 138 grandchildren, and 63 great-grandchil- 
dren. . 

Tue telegraph reports that “ Admiral Kennedy, 
who served in the Civil War in America, is dead in 
London.” This probably refers to Chas. H. A. H. 
Kennedy, who entered the Servive from Virginia 
Feb. 10, 1879, and was dismissed June 14, 1861. 

Epwirn Purp EcKxerson, formerly Ist Lieutenant 
7th U. S. Cavalry, a son of Maj. T. J. Eckerson, U. 8. 
A., retired, died at Hays City, Kas., Aug.17. He 
left the Service in 1878. 

THE youngest son of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee died Aug. 
19 at Evergreen, Fairfax County, Va. 








WE are in receipt of an advance copy of a paper to 
be read and discussed at a meeting of the U.S. Naval 
Institute, Annapolis, Md., October. 9, 1885, the sub- 
ject being the Polar Question, and the author Lieu- 
tenant John W. Danenhower, U.S.N. Itis avery 
complete, but condensed, bistory of the attempts to 
reach the Pole by different routes, giving a de- 
scription of the peculiarities of polar ice, the cur- 
rents and tides of the Arctic Ocean, followed by a 
statement of some generally received facts and in- 
ferences. Concluding, Lieut. Danenhower consid- 
ers the various arguments in favor of continued po- 
lar investigation, his own wise conclusion being that 
the same effort and expenditure can be directed in 
other channels with greater profit. He says: “* After 
having served with oneArctic expedition, and having 
devoted seven years to the study of the subject, as 
well as to the watchful observation of the numerous 
efforts and the comparatively insignificant results 
attending sacrifices of human life and of treasure, I 
ubhesitatingly record myself as opposed to further 
exploration of the central polar basin, with our 
present resources. The gradual extension of obser- 
vatory stations in the interest of meteorology, mag- 
netism, and other scientific branches, should be 
made, but national support should not be given to 
another polar expedition.” . 
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NAVAL OPERATIONS OF THE PAST YEAR. 


THE office of Naval Intelligence has just issued 
the fourth volume of its general information series, 
containing ‘‘ Papers on Naval Operations for the 
year ending July, 1885.” The bombardment of 
Foochow by the French fleet is described in the re- 
ports of Vice Admiral Courset, Rear Admiral 
Davis and Lieutenant OsTERHAUS, while Lieutenant 
MORRELL contributes a report on the effect of the 
bombardment on the arsenal; from these we learn 
that while the fire of the French was most disas- 
trous tothe fleet of the enemy, the result of the 
attack on the arsenal was practically ni7. Lieuten- 
ant MORRELL's visit was paid four months after the 
action, and he then foun nearly every piece of ma- 
chinery at work. He says: ‘‘Taken as a whole the 
injuries received were slight, and a good estimate of 
their extent may be found from the fact that only 
three months after the bombardment the Chinese 
were able to launch a vessel that had been much 
damaged. Two reasons may be assigned for the 
comparatively slight damage inflicted. First, the 
inefficiency of shell fitted with quick-acting impact 
fuse used against brick walls of moderate thickness. 
Second, the forbearance of the French.” This prac- 
tically agrees with the conclusion reached by Com- 
mander GOODRICH in his report on the Alexandria 
affair, in which he states that ‘‘recent high-powered 
guns are not adapted to bombarding earthworks,” 
to which their brick walls somewhat assimilate. 

Commander McCALLa’s report on the Isthmus ex- 
pedition next follows, together with extracts from 
Lieutenant KIMBALL’s report on the part taken by 
the brigade of the North Atlantic Squadron in the 
protection of the transit, which has not before been 
made public. Lieutenant Mason follows in a mem- 
orandum addressed to the Secretary, with some 
criticisms upon the equipments of the expeditionary 
force and suggestions as to their improvement, 
reaching the same conclusions as Commander Mo- 
OaLLA, regarding the necessity of a central office in 





the Department to control the details of such expe- 





ditions. We would again suggest in this con- 
nection the advisability of the transfer of the navi- 
gation outfitting to equipment, and putting recruit- 
ing under the present Navigation Bureau, the title 
of which should be Bureau of Personnel. It will be 
remembered that there is a bureau of navigation in 
the Treasury, and confusion is not unlikely to arise 
from a duplication of titles. That there is need for 
improvement in the method—or rather want of 
method—pursued in landing men for service from 
our men-of-war, is still further accentuated in the 
report on the operations of the naval brigade of the 
North Atlantic Squadron at Gardiner’s Island in 
August of last year, under the command of Captain 
MILLER. The report is presumably from the pen of 
the present Intelligence Officer, Lieutenant R. P. 
RopaGers. The book closes with an excellent reswmé 
of the latest information in regard to the design or 
performance of vessels recently laid down or com- 
pleted, and a description of the latest improvements 
in torpedoes and other implements of naval warfare. 

Three years ago (September 9, 1882) in an article 
on Naval Brigade Organization, we urged that ac- 
tion should be taken regarding a system that should 
be uniform throughout the Service, and that the 
battalion organization of every individual ship in 
the fleet should be prescribed in the Department. 
We find in the “‘ Introductory Note” to this latest 
publication the following words: ‘‘ The operations 
* * * should direct attention to the absolute ne- 
cessity of a complete and uniform organization for 
landing parties and brigades, so that each vessel of 
a@ squadron, or any assemblage of vessels from 
different stations, may be prepared at an hour’s 
notice, or upon the display of signal, te land its 
contingent, properly equipped and instructed, to 
take promptly, and without special directions, its 
place in the battalion or brigade formation ;” 
thus repeating almost our exact words. It is to be 
hoped that the note of warning first sounded in 
these columns, and now emphatically repeated by 
officers who have had recent opportunity to know 
the defects of the present want of system, will not 
be suffered to pass unheeded for another term of 
like extent; nor is it probable that such will be the 
case. The present Secretary seems determined to put 
things on a business basis, and the McCa.ia Board 
will doubtless lay great stress upon the necessity for 
the change which must be made, if we are to have 
anything like true efficiency in our fleet. 








OF the four non-commissioned officers who passed 
the Department examinations, and were ordered 
before the Board at Fortress Monroe, only two— 
Sergeants E. M. Jounson, 10th Infantry, and 
CHaRLes W. FARBER, 8th Cavalry, received com- 
missions as second lieutenants. One of the other 
candidates—Sergeant XAVER WILKE, 6th Infantry, 
passed a very creditable examination, but the Board 
were unwilling to reeommend him for promotion in 
view of the fact that he could not give a very satis- 
factory account of his career previous to entering 
the Army. He isa German, and has only been in 
this country since 1880, when he enlisted in the 
Army. Sergeant QUACKENBUSH, ist Infantry, was 
the fourth candidate. The two successful candi- 
dates are reported as having passed a very good exa- 
mination. The letters of endorsement accompanying 
the examination papers give both officers excellent 
reputations. Sergeant JOHNSON, who enlisted under 
the name of JAMES JAMES SCARLET, for family 
reasons, entered the service as a private June 12, 
1882, and was assigned to Company F, 10th 
Infantry. Dec. 13, 1882; was appointed corporal, 
which rank he held until Jan. 9, 1885, when he was 
promoted to sergeant. He is 24 yearsofage. He 
is the son of Evan M. JoHNSON, Jr., until recently 
Comptroller of Brooklyn, New York; the grandson 
of Rev. W. JoHNSON, and the great-nephew of the 
famous barrister, Sir JAMes SCARLET. Sergeant 
FARBER was born in Ohio, but spent most of his 
boyhood in Kentucky. Previous to entering the 
Army he was employed in a carriage factory and as 
clerk in a book-store. He enlisted Oct. 14, 1879, 
and was assigned to Troop H., 8th Cavalry ; served 
continuously therein until appointed 2d Lieutenant 
August 15, 1885. He is 24 yearsof age. There are 
now twenty-two vacancies in the line of the Army, 
eight of which have occurred since July ist last, 
thus leaving fourteen vacancies for civilians, which 
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the President could legititmately appoint at this 
time, should he feel so disposed. The present indi- 
cations are that very few, if any, civilians will be 
appointed. The President, before leaving Washing- 
ton, told an Army officer that he had about made 
up his mind to leave the vacancies open for the large 
class of 1886 at the Military Academy. The can- 
didates, however, still have hopes, and are pushing 
their cases as hard as ever. 








Tus has been the dullest week of the season at 
Army and Navy headquarters. The Secretaries and 
the majority of bureau chiefs being absent the De- 
partments are practically in the hands of the cleiks. 
The remainder of the month bids fair to be equally 
dull, as the officials who have not already gone 
away contemplate leaving within a few days. When 
Secretary Enpicorr returns he will find his desk 
piled up with letters from officers of the Army, and 
their friends urging that they be relieved from the 
operations of the order limiting the tour on detached 
service. It is not believed at the War Department 
that the Secretary will make a single exception in the 
list that we published last week. In answer to a re- 
quest from Chaplain GrorcEe G. MULLINs, 25th In- 
fantry, that an exception be made in his case, he 
has been informed that he should make his arrange- 
ments to join his regiment, as it is the purpose of 
the Secretary to order an officer to relieve him in 
the early fall. Lieutenant Oscar F. Lone, 5th In- 
fantry, aide-de-camp to General MILEs, considers 
that he should be exempted from the order, as his 
detail as aide to Brigadier-General MILEs, when the 
latter was transferred to the Department of Mis- 
souri, was made by direction of the Secretary of 
War. As this order was only for a transfer from 
one Department to another for the purpose of car- 
rying mileage, Lieutenant Lone has been informed 
that no exception will be made in his case. Up to 
this time but one of the officers affected has been re- 
lieved, but we understand that many of them have 
accepted the inevitable and are making preparations 
to move. The first order issued in compliance with

THE Board recently appointed by Secretary WHIT- 
NEY to examine the system of transacting business 
in the Navy Department commenced on Wednesday 
last. The work of the Board has been delayed 
somewhat on account of the absence of Lieutenant 
B. H. BucKINGHAM, the junior member. He arrived 
in Washington on Wednesday, and the full Board 1s 
pushing their work as rapidly as possible. Among 
other recommendations which the Board will make 
will probably be one in accordance with the sugges- 
tion in the report of Commander McCaLia that a 
central office should be established in the Navy De- 
partment, the chief of which, having received a 
military education, and being thoroughly cognizant 
of the intentions and desires of the Secretary, 
should be held responsible for the technical details 
necessary to fit out an expedition or ship in the most 
efficient manner, he being made aware of the con- 
tents of all instructions sent by officials relating to 
the fitting out of the force. Under the present 
system, it was urged, the chiefs of half a dozen 


bureaus may overwhelm the commanding officer of 
an expedition, or the commardant of a station, with 
confusing telegrams, thereby causing delay, or pos- 
sible failure. 








MaJoR-GENERAL W. 8S. HANcocK, in a General 
Order dated Aug. 13, acknowledges his obligations 
to all who took part in conducting the remains of 
General GRANT from Mt. McGregor to the Capitol at 
Albany; from Albany to the City Hall in New 
York, and to all who assisted in the solemnities of 
Saturday, Aug. 8, when the body was borne in 
funeral column to Riverside Park and placed in the 
tomb erected for its reception by the municipal 
authorities of the city of New York. After special 
mention of the detachments of the Army which 
took part in the ceremonies, he expresses his 
pleasure in recognizing the distinguished part taken 
in the final obsequies on Aug. 8 by Rear-Admiral 
JaMES E. Jovett, U.S. N., commanding U. 8. Naval 
forces on the North Atlantic Station, by the fleet 
under his command, and by the Naval Brigade, 
organized under his direction, but commanded by 
Commander H. B. Ropeson, U. 8. N., and to Cap- 
tain JAMES H. MERRYMAN, commanding vessels of 
the U. S. Revenue Marine, and to commanders of 
craft, steam and sail, who assembled in the river, 
near Riverside Park, during the final ceremonies to 
honor the illustrious dead. 








CapTAIN R. H. Pratt, U. 8. A., submitted re- 
cently to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, a re- 
quest from a Kiowa Indian, studying at Lincoln 
University, Pa., to be admitted to citizenship, and 
was informed in reply that Indians can be made 
citizens of the United States only by some compe- 
tent act of the General Government. The fact that 
Indians are born in the country does not make them 
citizens. The Commissioner then refers to the bill 
introduced in the last Congress, which did not be- 
come alaw. It provides ‘that every Indian born 
within the territorial limits of the United States 
who has voluntarily taken up, within said limits, 
his residence, separate and apart from any tribe of 
Indians therein, and adopted the habits of civilized 
life, is hereby declared to be a citizen of the United 
States and is entitled to all the rights, privileges 
and immunities of such citizens, whether said In- 
dian h&s been or not, by birth or otherwise, a mem- 
ber of any tribe of Indians within the territorial 
limits of the United States.” 








THE tactics provide for no memorial service. It is 
usually the custom to direct that the order of the 
President of the United States, announcing the death 
of a distinguished officer or person, shall be read at 
dress parade. Its inadequacy to fill the solemn re- 
quirements of the momentous occasion on the day 
of General and President GRANtT’s funeral evidently 
struck the commanding officer of one Army post, 
who improvised the following combination which 
added to the solemnity and impressiveness of the 
ordinary services, which might advantageously be 
incorporated as a prescribed memorial service on 
similar occasions. The line was formed and the 
colors of the regiment heavily draped were escorted 
to the battalion. Arms were reversed and the band 
playing a funeral march “‘sounded off” as at parade. 
On their returning to the right of the line ‘‘Rest on 
Arms” was given and the band played an appropri-— 
ate hymn, after which arms were brought to a carry 
and the dress parade ceremonies, prescribed on 
pages 848-350, were proceeded with, the General 
Order No. 81, Headquarters of the Army, being 
read. 


ComMoporE J. G. WALKER, U. S. N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, has published his work on 
the ‘‘Telegraphic Determination of Longitudes.” 
It is a very valuable contribution to American 
geography. The Navy Department commenced the 
compilation of this work in 1874, and Commodore 
WALKER has only just succeeded in bringing it to a 
successful issue. The volume gives the longitude of 
places on the coasts of Mexico and Central America 
and on the west coast of South America, embracing 
the meridians of Vera Cruz, Guatemala, La Liber- 
tad, Salvador, Paita, Lima, Arica, Valparaiso, and 
the Argentine National Observatory at Cordoba. 
The latitudes of the seacoast stations have also been 








determined. Lieutenant-Commanders GREEN and 
Davis and Lieutenants Norris and Lamp are the 
officers who have made the actual measurements, 
and their labors during the time have been very 
heavy. 


THE Department Rifle Competitions just closed 
have been uniformly successful and the zeal of 
officers and men in this most important branch of 
military instruction continues unabated. Indeed, 
the Army now contains so many ‘‘ qualified marks- 
men” that we have found it impracticable to enu- 
merate them from week to week, as we used to do, 
but give, so far as we can, the names of those who 
qualify as sharpshooters, and they are not a few. 
Company commanders, upon whose zeal and discre- 
tion so much depends, find it to their interest to 
keep their men well up to time in this respect, for 
it seems to be conclusively proved that once inocu- 
late the soldier with a desire to excel in marksman- 
ship, and there will not be much difficulty in 
advancing his military education in other essential 
respects. 











In a private letter, an officer of the Army says: 
“‘T want to say to you that the editorial entitled 
‘ ULYssEs SIMPSON GRANT,’ published in the issue for 
July 25 of the JoURNAL, was the best editorial on 
the subject that appeared in any of the newspapers.

AccoRDING to the information we publish else- 
where, under the Department of Arizona, Lieuten- 
ant Britron Davis, 3d U.S. Cavalry, who is sta- 
tioned at the San Carlos agency in command of 
Co. B, Indian scouts, has done himself and the 
Army great credit by his energy and promptness of 
action, under circumstances of peculiar difficulty. 
Lieutenant Davis is a native of Texas and a gradu- 
ate of the Military Academy of the class of 1881.

We publish this week a very interesting list of 
the captains of infantry in the Army on the Ist of 
January, 1861, with a statement showing their sub- 
sequent .history, so far as known. From this it ap- 
pears that but five of these captains are now on the 
active list of the Army, viz.: Brig.-Gen. N. H. Davis, 
I. G.; Colenel L. C. Hunt, 14th Infantry; Col. 
©. U. Grupert, 17th Infantry; Colonel J. H. Por- 
Ter, 24th Infantry; Colonel H. M. Biack, 23d 
Infantry. Forty-seven are <lead; twenty-four en- 
tered the Confederate service, some of whom are 
included with the dead, and five resigned to enter 
civil life. This is the record of a little less than a 
quarter of a century of eventful military history. 

Commopore Oscar C. Banger, U. S. N., who was 
placed on tke retired list, Aug. 12, has been less 
time unemployed than any officer of his date, with 
but three exceptions. His latest duty was the 
command of the Boston Navy-yard, and he has been 
in the Service since 1841. He served during the 
Mexican War, and was in the attack at Alvarado. 
In 1856 he was engaged against the Fejeeans and 
his gallant and distinguished record during the 
Civil War is well known. He was in command of 
the Potapsco in the attack on Fort Wagner, and 
commanded the Montauk at Charleston where he 
afterwards served as fleet captain, being severely 
wounded in the attack of Sept 1, 1863, on Fort 
Sumter.

and in all cases the original formula is given, as well 
as the equation to which it has been reduced for the 
purpose of giving a more direct comparison with 
otaers. The equations aad curves show that there 
isnot only a very wide range of opinion as to tLe 
relations between the thickness of plate, and the ve- 
locity, form and dimensions of shot required to per- 
forate it, but there is also a great want of positive 
experimental results, from which to compute accur- 
ate values for the constants of the formulas. Various 
kinds of shot have been fired at a great varietyof tar- 
gets, but very few records are so free from complica- 
tions of backing. remaining velocity, etc., as to show 
the exact quantity of kinetic energy required to send 
a given shot through a given plate. In addition to 
this, the changes that have taken place in the quality 
of metal for both plate and shot, have been such 
that an accurate formula, showing the thickness of 
plate required to stop a given shot, seems almost an 
impossibility, but at the same time the results attain- 
ed are undoubtedly a great improvement on ordinary 
guess work, and are in the direction of a logical and 
satisfactory solution of the whole problem.

Tue Brooklyn Eagle says: “It does not seem to 
be generally understood by people out of town that 
the place selected for the General’s grave is in no 
sense a pleasure ground. It cannot even be called a 
public park, and at best it is an unimproved bill in 
a comparatively unsettled portion of New York. 
Perhaps if the people of other cities knew this, their 
antagonism toward New York might be slightly 
modified, though such a result would not follow, 
perhaps, in the case of Chicago. There is an amusing 
side to almost everything, and Chicago’s arraign- 
ment of New York on account of its shoddyism and 
its instability is the decidedly humorous figure of 
what is otherwise a mournful occasion. In their 
fierce denunciations of the greatest of American 
cities they apparently forget the little kindness New 
York once did Chicago after her fire, and they en- 
tirely overlook all thut New York did for the dead 
General and his family. To New Yorkers all this 
sort of feeling on the part of Chicago, and the other 
cities may call forth an amused grin, nothing more. 
You cannot convince a man who has lived m this 
section of the country for any length of time that 
the Western cities are encroaching largely on us, 
and hence he is amused at their pretensions when 
he gives the matter any thought at all.”

ens. Heath, Greene, Spencer, Putnam, Mittin, 
Knox, and George Clinton, and the younger officers, 
Aaron Burr and Alexander Hamilton. In the course 
of the eight years’ Revolutionary War this particu- 
lar point of observation bore the footprints of prob- 
ably all the t generals of both the opposing 
armies. At Claremont have resided at different 
times Viscount Courtney, afterwards the Earl of 
Devon, and Joseph Bonaparte, ex-King of Spain, 
and Louis Phillippe taught school near by. ere 
he was joined by bis two brothers, Duke de Mont- 

msier and the Count de Beaujolais, and was vis- 
ited by Lord Lyndhurst, afterwards Lord Chancel- 
lor of England,and by the Duke of Kent, son of 
George III. and father of Queen Victoria, who was 
in New York at the time. According to tradition, 
the three exile princes were accustomed to ramble 
every afternoon up the shady Bloomingdale road to 
the high bluffs, to watch the setting sun. The Grant 
Monument Committee, which now numbers 500 
prominent citizens of New York, met on Thursday 
and unanimously resolved to raise a fund of one 
million dollars. Thus for 350,000 has been subscribed. 

A letter to the Philadelphia Press says: ‘Persons 
on intimate terms with the members ot the Grant 
family say that they have never for a moment en- 
tertained the thought of removing the remains of 
the General from Riverside Park te Washington, or 
any other place, and that the removal will never be 
made with their consent. Before they accepted the 
present site for the tomb they all agreed upon it as 
the most desirable under the circumstances, and the 
most agreeable to them, collectively and individu- 
ally. that could be chosen. The grave of the hero 
will unquestionably remain where it is, and any and 
all discussion of the likelihood or possibility of 
change is declared to be extremely painful to the 
widow, as well as to her daughter, her sons and their 
wives.”

The torpedo invented by Captain Howell, U.S. N., 
has been experimented with under the observation 
of officers of the torpedo station last week, and the 
result has just been made known. The torpedo is 


ary power. The cost of the latter is nearly $3,000, 
ut Howell hopes ultimately to bring bis instrument 
to perfection at an average cost of $300. The two 
propellers are driven by a heavy fly wheel, to which 
great velocity is imparted by the engines on the 
steam launch, which is anecessary part of the affair. 
The torpedo, with its whirling wheels, is dropped 
overboard, pointed toward the mark, in the direc- 
tion of which it shoots straight as an arrow, deviation 
in any direction being prevented by rudders gov- 
erned by pendulums, which tip with any deviation 
from a straight line and correct the variation by 
turning the rudder. The experiments last week were 
witnessed by Commander Converse, acting on behalf 
of the torpedo station. He was on the steamer Nina. 
The experiments were to give facts regarding the 
working of the mechanism. To tae chagrin of the 
inventor and observers, the torpedoes almost in- 
stantly disappeared as soon as they had touched 
water, going completely out of sight. Of course, no 
report, save of their loss, can be made. These tor- 
pedoes were uncharged. It is quite possible they 
may be found floating near by, but no trace of them 
has been found at present.

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CHATS AROUND THE MESS TABLE. 


“By the way, speaking of John Roach,” said a 
youngster who had just received his commission, 
“do you happen to know what was the largest ship 
ever built?” ‘‘Well, it was the Ark, and I RY 
you very nearly the exact dimensions of it.

LIBRARIES FOR NAVAL VESSELS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

REFERENCE has been made from time to time in 
various naval publications of the advisibility of the 
formation of libraries on board of our men-of-war 
for the crew. 

The English Government, with all the econom 
which their large establishment requires in small 
things, has for some time furnished libraries for 
their cruising vessels. With us, if libraries do exist, 
they exist only by the subscriptions of the men and 
officers, or are of a religious character donated by 
seamen’s friendly societies. 

We profess in our legislation to care greatly for 
the enlisted men of the Army and the Navy, but in 
matter of pensions, comfort of meszing, and facili- 
ties for recreation, our men are not cared for as well 
as those of monarchical Britain. 

The great improvement and almost re-establish- 
ment of the cabin libraries under the present pro- 
gressive regimé of the Bureau of Navigation leads 
one to hope that renewed efforts will be made to 
establish small libraries for the men. If carefully 
selected the number of books need not he great, a 
portion being of a naval and historical nature, so 
that the men, particularly the younger portion, 
could refresh their patriotism and zeal with the his- 
torical past of our country and its military services.

A TWO-SIDED QUESTION. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Tue order of the Secretary of War which pro- 
hibits the detail of officers for staff duty until they 
have served three years or more with their regi- 
ments, and that also forbids absence from their 
commands for a longer period than four years, has 
created considerable comment in military circles. 

Asin all importent issues, there are two sides to 
this question. 

Admitting the legality of the order, which view 
of the case may be questioned by some who may 
think that the Secretary should have the authority 
of Congress in amending the regulations, it certain- 
ly has heretofore beev the custom for general offi- 
cers to select and appoint their own persunal staff 
officers. This has been one of their long-recognized 
privileges. To some it may therefore appear that 
the order in question is uncalled for, unnecessary 
and arbitrary. 

Staff officers, particularly aides-de-camp, who 
have served faithfully and intelligently for many 
years must now join their regiments. The duties 
with which they have become familiar by a long 
course of intimate association, must now go for 
naught. Their places must be filled by officers per- 
haps totally unfit for staff appointments. - 

Other considerations than those merely military 
must be now totally ignored. Peculiar social rela- 
tions often exist between general officers and their 
aides. The relationship through marriage or con- 
sanguinity sometimes renders a change not only 
objectionable to the officers themselves but also to 
whole families. Many officers prefer serving with 
their regiments to staff appointments. The dissatis- 
fied growlers who occupy their time in writing 
letters to the War Department would probably be 
as valueless as staff officers as they are with their 
regiments. Those who are forever complaining and 
fault finding should ‘remember that they are not 
compelled to remain onthe frontier; they can al- 
ways resign, and doubtless their resignations would 
be promptly accepted. Those who yearn to serve in 
cities, particularly in Washington, are not the ones 
whose services are especially valuable to the Govern- 
ment, be they where they may. 

The shield of contention will, as in the fable of 
old, appear gold on one side and silver on the other, 
after this order is carried into effect as before, but 
the silver side will be recognized then by many who 
now believe it to be golcen. 

Each line officer has just as great a chance now of 








change of station as he ever had. The increased 
prospect of serving in cities or at tbe various head- 
quarters of general officers afforded by the new 
order of things will bring with it many unpleasant 
features. It certainly will not be ap nt posi- 
tion for a newly detailed officer to occupy the place 
of a favorite aide who has, by bis long and faithful 
service as such, endeared himself to his general. 
Without criticizing the order we simply put the 
other side of the question before the Army. Much 
can be said for and against the order. D.

ANGEL ISLAND, says the Alta, is one of the 
most picturesque features of the Bay. The is!and is 
girdled by a road, fine road, five miles in length, 
the work of Alcatraz prisoners, working under the 
direction of the efficient Quartermaster, Major 
Earnest. The major, who may justly be regarded as 
the patron saint of the garrison, and wkois fore--: 
most in all good works, has distributed a number of 
comfortable rustic seats in the shade of treés on the 
hillside, offermg comfortable repose for weary pe- 
destrians whose ambitions prompt them to scale the 
hilltops and feast upon the view spread out before.

Infantry, and each company 
is provided with reading rooms, while the post and 
regiment each have a considerable librury, the lat- 
ter being only accessible to the officers.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


ROUTE STEP. 


THE principal reason why so large numbers of 
National Guardsmen get overheated at the periodi- 
cal parades (Decoration Day, July 4th, etc.), is be- 
cause of too heavily padded and too tight-fitting uni- 
forms and the continued strain of along march in 
cadence step and with rigid company fronts. The 
State uniform furnishes some relief in the cases of 
those organizations which have adoptedit. The ne- 
cessity of the traditional march in company front, 
however, has taken such firm root in the minds, not 
only of the militia themselves but also in those of 
the public and thedaily press, that only few National 
Guard commanders have the moral courage to de- 
part from the old rut. Periodically officers of a 
practical turn of mind, inspectors general and others 
raise their voice against the practice, but so far 
with but little success. We remember that the 
regular troops at Newburgh were sharply criticized 
in the daily press for taking up the route step dur- 
ing a part of their march through that town on the 
occasion of the celebration in 1883, although it would 
be difficult to find an officer who knows better how 
to march soldiers than their commander there, Gen, 
R. H. Jackson. The 22d last year in coming down 
from 14th street to the Battery in fours at route step 
was not only seriously criticized by outsiders but 
some of the officers in the regiment expressed their 
fears that the reputation of the organization was 
ruined forever. There are other examples ofa simi- 
lar nature. Gen. Molineux on Decoration Day was 
made the subject of unfavorable commentin vari- 
ous quarters for allowing his men while drawn up 
along the street to come to order arms and parade 
rest, and yet the order was humane as well as 
quite proper. 

At the Grant funeral comparatively few men 
dropped, a result of cool weather, sensible arrange- 
ments with regard to the march, and the taking up 
the route step above 59th Street. Yet we heard 
many unceumplimentary remarks in the crowd about 
organizations which gave up the cadenced step and 
carried their pieces at will. Of course, no military 
men found fault, and the criticisms made are of no 
value, except that remarks of the sort may deter 
young men from joining an organization which, to 
the unmilitary mind, appears slovenly on paraile. 
This is another reason, in addition to those mentioned 
in the beginning of this article, why the National 
Guard should adopt a more practical and sensible 
system of marching at their periodical parades. 
They have it in their own hands to open the eyes of 
the public to the proper manner of marching mili- 
tary bodies, and if the route step in the streetis a 
measure in advance of the times, column of fours 
should at least be adopted, and no company fronts 
formed until within reasonable distanve of the re- 
view point. The mannerin which the majority of 
the regiments returned to their armories from the 
City Hall on completion of the ceremonies of the 5th 
was commendable, and a step in the right direction. 


AN EXHIBITION OF SCHOOL OF COMPANY. 


Tue “ Allen es Co. D, 1st Regiment Minne- 
sota, Captain Ed. 8. Bean, who visited New York 
City during the Grant obsequies as special escort to 
the Governor of their State, were, during their stay, 
the guests of Co. F, 12th New York, Captain Wm. 
orga and were quartered in the Armory of the 
Jo. D is one of the ‘‘ crack ’’ companies of the 
great Northwest, and one which never loses an op- 
ey to keep their “ hands in,’’ no matter what 
eir surroundings; so after a day’s rest, the com- 
pany was form or drill in the Armory on Fri- 
day evening, Aug. 7, and astonished the officers and 
men of the 12th who were Prscen by an exhibition 
of Upton, such as is rarely seen in this city. The 
drill was so creditable that Captain Murphy induced 
Captain Bean to repeat it for the benefit of the 12th 
Regiment and the Ist Division at large, Monday, 
Oct. 10, and the officers and men of the 12th, 7th, 
9th, , and 7lst were invited to be present, and 
when at 8.80 P. M., on Monday, a 10, Co. D was 
turned over to Captain Bean, a very large audience 
of military critics were present. Nor were the fair 
sex wanting, for where will you find the brass but- 
ton of thesoldier without the smile and applause of 
the dear ones, in whose honor and for whose safety 
death is faved and battles are won. 

The formation of the company would have been 
a most excellent lesson to the average Ist Sergeant 
in our Ist Division to show them how promptly and 
without confusion or talking these “ countrymen” 
fell into their places, were faced, dressed, counted 
off, and divided into platoons. Sixteen full files was 
the front, all that could be comfortably handled in 
the drill room, and they were started in a march, 
column of fours. The step, distances, and align- 
ments were as nearly perfect as can ever be ex- 

sted from human beings, while the changes of 
irection, though frequent, failed to show a single 
break. After circling the room several times, 4 
fours left and halt was given, the dress being super- 
nee tg for from right to left there was no distance 
lost. The applause was loud, and was well deserved. 
A march ty naw A front, fours about, a march to 
the rear, and a fours right were beautifully executed. 
The oblique marchings were then handsomely per- 
formed, as were the fronts into line, and on right 
and left into line, single and double rank. This oD 
right and left into line fairly carried the military 
oe by storm. The distances were perfect and 

e carry of each set of fours at the halt was like 
that of one man. This movement was the embodi- 
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ment of the spirit of the tactics, the fours really act- 
ing as a unit, and as such it was appreciated by the 
lookers-on. The marches in single rank were all fine, 
not a single jot of distance being lost. A few wheels 
in quick and double time closed this portion of the 
drill. Weare not disposed to find fault with any- 
thing done by Captain Bean's company, yet fear 
that too much praise will not be justice to him or his 
command. Thestamp at the “march oe is not ar- 
ticularly soldierly and would count against him in a 
competition, while the mincing step of his guides in 
column of fours, particularly after the right or left 
about, is hardly in conformity with tactics. The 

uide takes the full step and maintains it and should 
not fall back to obtain the requisite distance from 
the first four. This was one of the weakest points 
in the movements and should be overcome. Aftera 
wheel into line, the manual was executed almost 
faultlessly, if we might except the fix and unfix 
payouet, where time and the “ click, click, click *’ 1s 
allowed by tactics. Every portion of the manual 
from the carry to rest on arms, was executed in @ 
one, two, three order, not a man being late nor 
a motion slurred. This was followed by the loadings 
and firings standing, kneeling, and lying, which 
were unquestionably fine, though tactics were again 
overlooked in the interest of show. Itisno doubt 
an excellent practice to teach recruits the loadings 
and firings, or even the full manual, with an excess. 
of motions, but when the man fully understands 
this manual he should be compelled to adhere 
strictly to the letter of tactics. The count is excel- 
lent for beginners and for spectacular effect, but 
seems far fetched when handling men who have 
been taught the use of their weapons. We thor- 
oughly understand that minuteness in every detail 
goes to make the perfect soldier, and that this min- 
uteness has been attaimed by Co. D, Ist Minnesota, 
aud though in our province we criticize closely we 
heartily wish that every company in our State were 
the equal in point of drill and precision, move- 
ment und manual of the “‘ Allen Guards.’””’ We com- 
plinent Captain Bean and his company on their drill 
and discipline, and speak not only for ourselves, 
but for the officers and men of the Ist Division, 
State of New York, who were present. Capt. Bean 
and his Co. D, have shown what can be accomplished 
by hard and persevering work, and we trust that 
the companies of other States will ‘‘ go and do like- 
wise.’ The company returned by the 6 P. M., train 
on Tuesday, Aug. 11, well pleased with their visit to 
the East and the good-fellowship shown them by 
Co. F and the 12th Regim ent.

In all branches of 
business, in all the professions, in all the duties of 
loyal service to employers, this principle of instant 
and unquestioning obedience to the commands of 
Superiors is of supreme importance in the com-’ 
mercial world and to the best interests of society. 
In this discipline, a young man becomes intelli- 
imself of the constitutional 
to bear arms; the drill possesses a most benefi- 


cial physical effect, developing strength and cour- 
age; endurance of fatigue is made possible; the 
value of unity in organization, execution and design 
is made evident; and, to the young professional or 
business man, it contains innumerable lessons that 
will aid him in his ——- 

“There is also a social aspect to be considered. 
The recruit makes the acquaintance of scores of 
hard-working, ambitious young men—men who have 
their own fortunes to make and who are not 
ashamed of their own unaided efforts. No ordimary 
experience can so thoroughly eliminate from the 
ordinary young man false pride, affectation, snob- 
bery. The militia man must be a hard-worker. The 
dress and street parades are few ; but the squad, com- 
pany and battalion drills are laborious apd serious 
affairs. His actual duties are not congenial to the 
constitutional love of repose.and display that is so 
— a characteristic of the burdenless social 
snob.”’

Orders given by a superior should be obeyed at 
all times, and complaint made afterwards. 


Helmet asks : The ordering out of a brigade, for 
instance, to Staten Island. for a general field day, sham bat- 
tle, etc., H. claims that in a ry sense a brigade cannot 
be oraered out for such a purpose without consent or the 
orders of the division commander. W. claims that the brig- 
ade can be taken “at any time,” “and on all occasions, 
“ without the knowledge or t” of the division com- 
mander. Whois right? ANs.—The General Regulations of 
N. Y. State give the brigade commander ample authority to 
order out his command for instruction and parade (para- 

raphs 30, 435, 440, 442, 648, 650), but he must “* immediately 
franemtt copy of such orders to the next superior,” who, of 
course, can countermand such orders if he deems it desir- 
a to do so. The customs of the Service and military 
courtesy would clearly nt out to the brigade commander 
the propriety of consulting with his superior before issuing 
sueh orders. A brigade commander has vo legal authority 
to parade or order his command to de outside the Divis- 
ion district to which he belongs without the permission of 
the Major-General, who is legally responsible for said dis 
trict and the troops stationed within its limits, The Division 
dis have not been changed for some y we believe : 
the first embracing city and county of New York and county 
of Richmond (Staten Island)—the second: Kings, Queens, 
and Suffolk Coutities.

CAMPAIGN IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Now that the campaign in the Northwest has been 
successfully concluded you would like to hear some 
remarks as to the causes which have led to the sud- 
den collapse of the rebellion, and what appeared 
A to lead to a long and troublesome Indtan war. 
The leading causes were the energy and ability of 
the Hon. Mr. Caron, Minister of Militia; the experi- 
ence and capacity of his two generals, Middleton 
and Strange; the fighting qualities and extraor- 

i marching power of the Canadian troops; the 
strategic value of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
last, not least, the admirable but costly transport. 
The theatre of war was embraved within the north 
and south branches of the Saskatchwan River. Ad- 
veueae was taken of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
to push troops forward along the line south of the 
southern branch of the river, guarding all points of 
importance up to nn ges at the Rocky Mountains. 
Meantime, Middleton vanced against the head- 
quarters of the rebellion at Batoche, near the junc- 
tion of the two branches of the river, whiie Strange 
collected his force and transport at Calgary and 
marched thence 200 miles north to Edmontou on the 
north branch, and thence west to Fort Pitt and 
north to the Beaver River, a distance of 600 miles 
from Calgary. Strange marched through a dis- 
turbed country, in which his French-Canadian offi- 
cers erected three forts, viz., Forts Normandeau, 
Ostell, and Ethier, which these captains garrisoned 
with their respective companies. These forts were 
on the trail from Calgary to Edmonton. Colonel 
Onimet, of the 65th Montreal Chasseurs, had com- 
mand of the whule at Edmonton, with outposts at 
Fort Saskatchwan and Lac La Biche, while a small 
but important fort, viz., Victoria, on the north 
branch, was held by a brave Wesleyan missiunary, 
M’Clachlan, with a garrison of 20 men. A line of 


lion, and poner. too, because the transport was of 
such a description as could not be found out of 
Canada and the United States. It was composed of 
hired teamsters with their own wagovs and horses. 
Some came from your country, attracted by the 
ood pay. The men took great care of their horses, 
he wagons and horses were excellent, and Mr. 
Caron provided them with plenty of oats. It was 
marvellous how these wagons got over the swamps 
and rivers and pushed their way through woods 
with axe men in front to help. 

With such a large space of territory to protect it is 
not to be wondered at that when Middleton struck 
at Riel and Strange at Big Bear, both generals were 
ruther short of men. But the stuff in the men was 
good, and the results very satisfactory. 

Now that your cavalry are engaged with Indians, 
would it not be worth while to impress on your au- 
thorities the immense advantage of giving your 
brave fellows an abundant and excellent transport ? 
It is therein your country in plenty, and, as coin- 

ared to Canada, the cost to you would be a trifle. 

ive your fellows as much as they ask for, and then 
supplement it with 50 wagons per regiment, loaded 
with oats. 

Let the loads for those wagons containing the ra- 
tions, kit, and oats for immediate consumption be 
light, so that long marches may be made, and pro- 
tect your reserve wagons carefully. Keep feeding 
your horses with oats and keep the Indians on tke 
run to wear down their ponies. Big Bear was so 
pushed he could not loose his ponies into the swamps 
to feed, he had to tie them to trees to be ready for a 
start, and little brutes starved—and —_ in. 

Depend on it, you must get at the Indian through 
his pony, and you can wear that down surely, and 
the spare ponies also, if you put your hands in your 

ockets and give your men the necessary transport. 

t’s a question of cash, and plenty of it. If you do 
it, you can measure the length of your campaign by 
the time it will take to wear out the ponies. 

Captain Palliser, who has been serving on the staff 
of General Strange, has meutioned the transport in 
the ae extract from a letter dated July 15, 
Winnipeg, addressed to the Honorable Mr. Caron, 
Minister of Militia: : 

T have just arrived via North Saskatchwan and Lake Win- 
nipeg with the General from the finest expedition I ever 
had. I bave never seen better troops, cepecially the 9th and 
my friends, the 65th; and as for the transport, it was by far 
the best I have ever seen, including the French (battle of 
Solferino), the Italian, English and Indian. Your transport 
went every where. or Steele’s cavalry nearly always 
had oats, his enemy had none; hence he was able to hunt 
them, I assure you, in a manner which deserves the greatest 
praise. As he is a quiet, retiring man, and as Gen. Strange 
shares my opinion, you will not mind my telhng you that 
after the action of Frenchman's Butte, it was Steele who 
hunted down, smashed up and utterly scattered Big Bear's 
band. He had only 60 men, but they were good men, very 
dashing and _ plucky, and, above all, crack shots with their 
repeating rifles and revolvers. They had good horses, and, 

said, they had the finest transport in the world to draw 
oats to the front, when the Indian ponies were starving. 

Mr. McLean, the father of the girls who were prisoners, 
told me the band was in such a funk they would in the 
night and blaze oway into the jungle at nothing, and then 
fly. In Steele’s skirmish he rushed on the band and 
k four bucks, wounding six. The squaws; got knives and 
wanted to kill the prisoners in revenge. McLean told me 
that was their most alarming time. The Wood Crees pre- 
vented the massacre, as they feared the result. The squaws 
then sent up a how! that the prisoners should be sent out 
of camp. is how! lasted off and on two days; then some 
bucks joined in the howl, and the prisoners were sent off. 
Being an old cavalry officer, I am greatly pleased with 
Major Steele and his men. Please tell Sir John Macdonald; I 
am sure it will please him. 


The Wood Cree Indians on the Beaver River were 
forced to join Big Bear on pain of death. They 
have quite settled up the er between Frog 
Lake and Beaver River, with farm lots, as your cor- 
respondent saw to his surprise. The houses are 
scattered here and there, and are well built of wood, 
closely and neatly fitted. The floors are boarded 
and the beds of wood, with well made wood cup- 
-boards and glass in the windows. The country is a 
mixture of rich grass prairie, woods, lake, and some 
swamps. They had plenty of cattle, whose milk 
was a most teful addition to our hard fare. The 
lakes and streams ubounded with excellent fish, 
great numbers being caught by the troops by dam- 
ming the streams, and chucking out as many as 60 
fine fish at a time. 

General Strange sent word to the Wood Crees tu 
come back to their farms, or he would burn their 
houses and drive off their cattle; hence their pro- 
tection of the prisoners und eventual surrender, 
when they parted from Big Bear and left him to his 
fate. They had fought at Frenchman’s Butte, but 
there was no retaliation. 

It is hard to avoid retaliation for murders, but a 
notable characteristic of the late campaign has been 
the avoidance of shooting stray Indians, which tends 
so much to the shooting of stray whites. They do 
not appear to retaliate for the death of bucks killed 
in action, hence it is probable the country will soon 
settle down to its former peaceable state. If you 
could stop the stray shooting on both sides in your 
country it would be well, but your population push- 
ing in as it does on the Indians, renders this more 
difficult. If your Army officers were magistrates, as 
the police offivers are here, they would soon stop it. 
What can the objection be to appesates your offi- 
cers commanding regiments in Indian Territory as 
magistrates?

313,951 took part in the annual drawing for the 
conscription in France this year, against 312,924 in 
1883. ere were actually «nrolled 154,845 and 24,152 
volunteers. Of the 313,951 11.93 per cent. could neither 
read nor write, and 2.43 per cent. could only read. 
The French Infantry now stationed in Africa, and 
which numbers at present 35 battalions, will be 
raised to 52 battalions, of which 24 will be Zouaves 
16 Tirailleurs, four African Infantry, and eight bat- 
talionsof the Foreign Legion. To this force must 
be added 18 depot companies. The cavalry is to be 
increased by 14 squadrons, and will consist in the fu- 
ture of 52 squadrons, iustead of 42,asnow. ‘There 
will be 32 squadrons of Chasseurs d’Afrique and 24 
squadrons of Spahis, besides two companies of re- 
mount riders. In the case of a great Continental 
war, when the African army would be relieved by 
the territorial regiments despatched from France, 
the considerable forces just enumerated would be 
set free for employment, and form a most formid- 
able reserve of two complete army corps for the 
great national army. 

Complaints are made of the way in which the 
French soldiers are clothed. They wear the same 
uniform in the tropics as at home—red breeches, 
etc. ‘*At Singapore,” says Le Progres Mititcire, 
“our troops walked about completely overcome by 
their French uniform; alongside and fraternizing 
with them were English soldiers in Colonial uni- 
form, trousers and tunics of white cotton, of daz- 
zling cleanliness. The contrast was too striking, and 
one really suffered for the poor French soldier so 
singularly treated for incomprehensible reasons.” 
Perhaps, because the French soldier is to be had for 
—e- while the British soldier is an expeasive ar- 
ticle. 





FOREIGN ITEMS. 


CHIEF POUNDMAKER Was sentenced this week to 

three years in the penitentiary. He asked to be 
hanged instead. 
_ Iris reported that ltaly desires to send 20,000 troops 
into the Soudan to secure the Red Sea coast from 
Suakim, at present held by the British, to Assab Bay, 
along which lie most of the Italian possessions on the 
eonst. The Italian scheme contemplates securing 
control over the Eastern Soudan, and the use of 
Khartoum as a capital. 

THE camp atthe Pas-des-Lanciers, near Toulon, 
where a reserve force of 10,000 men was established 
to feed the Army of Tonquin, has been entirely 
evacuated. The site, in fact, was so unhealthy that 
the men were going mto hospital at the rate of 1004 
day. 

A MONUMENT to Gordon to cost 220,000 is to be set 
up in Trafalgar Square. The squares of the pedestal 
will be decorated with bas-reliefs illustrative of his 
works in the cause of freedom and Christianity. 


THE soldier of the Madras Native Infantry, who 
recently shot dead several native officers, was hanged 
at Bangalcre on Wednesday, July 29, in the presence 
of the whole garrison and the native troops. 

THE Ameer of Afghanistan on receipt of the 
Queen’s firman conferring upon him the Grand Cross 
of the Star of India, caused a salute of of 101 guns to 
be fired and the city to be illuminated for three 
nights. 

THE Russian.railway from the Caspian is being 
rapidly pushed on, and when completed, any num- 
ber of troops can be moved by rail and steamer to 
within forty miles of Balkh. 

DuRING a recent balloon assent, M. Gaston Tissan- 
der, the French aeronaut, is said to have obtained 
some capital photographs of the subjacent country, 
by instantaneous photography at elevations of 605 
to 1100 metres or 1809 to 3600 English feet. The diffi- 
culty in taking them having been thus surmounted 
there appears to be no reason why masthead and 
balloon photos should not be turned to good account 
in future reconnaisances by sea and land.—Broad 
Arrow. 

THERE is to be an experimental trip of three 
French torpedo boats, which are to be despatched ou 
the internal canals. According to the Avenir Mili- 
taire, the thirty torpedo boats now being built by 
private firms for the French Government are to be 
so constructed as to allow of their being sent by 
canal from the Mediterranean to the English Chan- 
nel, and vice versa, without the necessity for fitting 
them up with special arrangements, as was the case 
with torpedo boat No. 68, which recently passed 
through Paris on its way to the Mediterranean. 
These boats will be built after the type of No. 68, 
and are to have a speed of 20 knots. 


Lorp WorseELey, in returning thanks for the army 
at the Mansion House, is reported to have said “that 
the men who accompanied him to Egypt were better 
men every way than any soldiers he had previously 
had the honor of leading.’’ He believed the reason 
of this great improvement, especially with respect 
to the moral tone of the army, arose from the total 
abolition of flogging.
